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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the Remarks filed 9/10/07, applicant stated 
"The independent claims denote that the elongate control member is a cannula and as such the grasping portion is attached to the 
cannula. The references cited by the examiner (to) do not teach or suggest this relationship". The examiner begs to differ. Boyle et al 
disclose (abstract) a filtering assembly having a slef-expanding strut assembly that is attached toa guide wire or control assembly; as 
claimed by applicant.. After the filtering assembly collect the debris, the strut assembly forces the filtering to collapsed and grasp the 
debris for removal. Furthermore, the applicant stated that the filter is not attached to an elongate control member, rather, the filter merely 
spins about the guide wire. Again the examiner begs to differ. The strut assembly is attached to the elongate member (18); as disclosed 
in column 6, lines 22-64, and in column 11, line 67, column 12, lines 1-9. As to the size of the loop compare to the size of the deployment 
site, it all depends on the size of the deployment site where the device is to be used. As to the material used for the loops, it all depends 
on the suitability for the intended use. As can be seen in the FIGS, the outersheath of Boyle et al has lubricious outer and inner surfaces.
